To the Honorable Members of the Assembly:

I am vetoingAssembly Bill 85in its entirety This bill
allows towns with populations over 4,000 aedualized
propertyvalue over $125 million, which are located on land
completelysurrounded by navigable waterways and comprise
lessthan 15 square miles, to incorporatea city or village
without receiving approval by a circuit court and the state
Departmenof Administration. Currentlyonly the Dwn of
Campbellin LaCrosse County meets these criteria.

| am vetoing this bill because | believe that local
governmentsaffected by this legislative proposal should
work cooperatively amongst themselves, to develop their
boundariesand, if desired, service agreements. These local
governmentsind their elected fifials are in a better position
thanstate dicials to determine the appropriate boundaries for
their communities.

Thereis also nothingn this veto that prevents thewn
of Campbell from negotiating a mutually acceptable
resolutionof its boundaries with other local governments.

As of June30, 2003, the State had issued $342.55 million in
revenueobligations, which was the maximum permitted
unders.101.143(9m)Wis. Stats.at that time. Howevegit is
expectedthat PECR claims submitted for payment will
continueto exceed the amount of petroleum inspection fees
available to pay them. In addition, as of JuneZ8D3,the
Departmenbf Commerce had a backlog of nearly $6 million
in approvectlaims awaiting payment, nearly $37 million in
additionalclaims that had been received but not yet approved
for payment, and an estimated $99 milliarcosts incurred

by landowners under the prograput not yet claimed for
reimbursement.As aresult, in2003 Wsconsin Act 33the
Legislatureincreased the statutory limit for thrograms
revenueobligations to $436 million, plus an amount to pay
issuanceor administrative costs, to make any necessary
depositsto reserve funds, or to pay accrued or capitalized
interest. On September 17, 2003, the Building Commission
authorizedhe sale of $95.88 million in revenue obligations,
which are expected to be issued during the current fiscal year
